ROKs Ponder 
Who Will 
Succeed Rhee 


SEOUL, Korea UP — News that 
79-y e a r-old 
President Syngman 
Rhee had an operation has South 
Korea pondering the fateful ques­ 
tion: Who will succeed him? 
Rhee is reported getting along 
fine. His general health is said to 
be good. But the surgery served 
to remind the nation that this pio­ 
neer fighter %for Korean indepen­ 
dence is not indestructible. 
Four men stand out in South 
Korea’s brief, chaotic history as 
the most likely to em erge as the 
new leader: 
P. H. Shinicky, leader of the anti- 
Rhee Democratic Nationalist party; 
Lee Buin Suk, South Korea’s first 
prim e m inister, a form er strong 
man; John M. Giang, form er am ­ 
bassador to the United States, once 
prim e m inister, a leading. Catholic 
laym an; Cho Bonb Am, form er ag­ 
riculture m inister/ who polled 700,* 
000 votes in the 1952 campaign 
against Rhee. 
Shinicky and Lee are often con­ 
sidered the two strongest candi­ 
dates. Both are 
seasoned 
politi- 
aians and have followings. 
Shinicky, an extrem e conserva­ 
tive, has been the leader of the 
anti-Rhee force« in the National 
Assembly. Lee is considered “F as­ 
cist” by m any Koreans. Lee oribe 
appeared to be Rhee’s choice as 
heir apparent, but they split and 
Lee was kicked out of Rhee’s Lib­ 
eral party in 1953. It is reported 
Lee still commands a large follow­ 
ing among arm y officers and m ili­ 
tary officials. 


Chang opposed Rhee in 1952 and 
went into hiding. For the past y^ar 
he has been publishing 
a daily 
newspaper strongly critcial of the 
government. Cho is a World War 
II Communist leader who broke 
with the Communist« .

To Seek Bail 


Corrigan To Appeal 
To Supreme Court 


CLEVELAND UP) — William J. 
Corrigan plans to appeal to the 
Ohio Supreme Court in another 
attempt to secure freedom on bail 
for his client, Dr. 
Samuel H. 
Sheppard. 
The 31-y ear-old imprisoned osteo- 
. path, convicted pf clubbing his 
I pregnant wife to death, was denied 
bail last week by an appellate 
court that ruled his second-degree 
murder conviction and life prison 
sentence made him ineligible for 
bail. 
Corrigan said last night he will 
cite in his appeal the recen ruling 
of another appeallate court that 
enabled a Belmont County woman, 
also convicted of second - cegree 
murder, to be released on UO.OOO 
bail, pending her appeal. 
Under Ohio law, persons sen­ 
tenced to life imprisonment are 
not eligible for bail, and the law 
provides a life prison sentence, 
with parole 
eligibility after IO 
y ears, for persons convicted cf 
second-degree 
murder. 
Corrigan 
maintains that, because o f the 
parole eligibility , his client’s sen­ 
tence does not actually amount to 
life imprisonment. 
Mrs. Betty Jane Hawkins of 
Martins Ferry , convicted of fatally 
stabbing her husband Aug. 17 and 
sentenced to the Ohio women’s re­ 
formatory at Mary sville last Oct. 
29 "to remain until discharged 
under law,” was refused bail by 
Belmont County Common Pleas 
Judge Ross Michener. The Seventh 
District 
Court 
of 
Appeals 
in 
Youngstown overruled that deci­ 
sion and freed her on bond last 
Nov. 27, pending a hearing in May 
on her appeal. 
A record of that hearing will be 
filed 
with 
the 
Eighth 
Distr'ct 
Court of Appeals here, Corrigan 
said, and the court will be asked 
to decide if its ruling conflicts with 
that in the Belmont County case. 
Should the appellate court find 
there is a conflict, the lawy er de­ 
clared, the state’s high court would 
have to rule between the two 
opinions. 
A routine motion asking the Su­ 
preme Court to hear the bail ap­ 
peal also will be filed, Corrigan 
said.

NEW YORK UP)—Can y ou make 
money in the stock market? Yes, 
indeed. 
Can y ou lose y our shirt? 
You 
certainly can. 
Can y ou make a quick killing? 
H iat depends on the size of y our 
money , y our judgment, the relia­ 
bility of y our information, and 
countless factors, unforeseen, and 
bey ond y our control. 
Can y ou be wiped out in the mar- 
set? Well, y ou’d have to be unusu­ 
ally deaf, dumb and Wind, but it’s 
possible. 
Let’s take a look at the “stock 
market.” 
The term covers the New York 
Stock Ex hcange, the American Ex ­ 
change, and the smaller ex changes 
that dot the United States and 
Canada. The m a r k e t is many 
things. 
First, it is a facility , highly or­ 
ganized for the convenience of the 
buy er and seller. 
Second, it is a place where bor­ 
rower and lender meet, each with 
the idea of using money to create 
more money . A corporation needs 
funds — say for ex pansion — and 
it "borrows” them in the market. 
You’ve got some idle money . You 
want it to earn ihore than it will 
earn in a savings account or gov­ 
ernment bonds. -So y ou buy some 
shares of stock in a company . You 
have "loaned” 
that firm y our 
money . 
You stand to gain in two way s, 
from the dividends the company 
may pay y ou out of its earnings, 
and from the increased price of *ts 
stock if the firm’s success cause 
other people to want the stock. 
And finally , the stock market is 
a state of mind. It represents the 
sum of the judgments and opinions, 
the whims and hunches, the hopes 
and fears, of millions of people. 
Why ? Because these people are all 
try ing to guage the future of thou- 
sands of business enterprises, and 
buy ing or selling stock accord­ 
ingly . 
People are seldom, if ever, pre­ 
dictable. 
And since the stock market is the 
focus of so many opinions and 
emotions, it also is unpredictable. 
Nobody can tell y ou ex actly what 
it will do, or why . 
Moreover, it reacts to events 
any where in the world. A vote in 
the French Assembly or a Com­ 
munist raid on a tiny island off the 
China coast quite probably will be 
reflected in the rise or fall of some 
stocks. 
So the element of risk can never 
be eliminated. Hence, a broker 
might very well say , after looking 
over y our financial position, "You 
haven’t any money that y ou can 
afford to risk. Better buy govern­ 
ment bonds.” 
On the other hand, the record— 


which is easily available to y ou 
from market publications or in a 
broker’s office—has some surpris­ 
ing information about the stability 
of American corporations It would 
show: 
1. Some that have been p a yin g 
cash dividends every y ear for more 
than IO y ears. 
2. Nearly 50 that haven’t missed 
a dividend pay ment since the Civil 
War. 
3. Over 300 with an unbroken 
record of 20 y ears or more. 
Apart from dividends, how about 
the prices per share? Again, the 
record shows many of the best 
stocks are higher now than they 
were in 1929 when the market as a 
whole was at an all-time high. In 
other words, even if y ou had 
bought these at the peak, and held 
them through the depressions and 
rises, y ou would have more dollars 
today than y ou paid in 19 29 —not 
more buy ing power, but more dol­ 
lars. 
Suppose y ou decide to buy some 
stocks. Which ones?'What kind? 
That depends largely on what 
y ou want. Some, on the basis of 
the record, have a high degree of 
safety but a low y ield. Others— 
say in a new company , or what the 
marketers 
c a l l 
"unseasoned” 
stocks—may represent potentially 
bigger profits, but also greater 
risks. 
And there are hundreds of issues 
in between these two ex tremes. 
Since y ou’re no ex pert, y ou will 
seek out the best advise and coun­ 
sel y ou can get. 
You may go to a broker. Or 
y ou can talk to y our banker. Or 
investment counselors. They may 
tell y ou, for one reason or another, 
to stay out of the market. They 
will certainly advise y ou how to 
buy . 
Ther eare fees for all this ad­ 
vice. 
You may buy stocks today on 
the "monthly investment plan,” for 
as little as $40 a month. It’s es­ 
sentially the same as buy ing an 
article on installments. 
Now, sit back and watch the fi­ 
nancial page in y our newspaper. It 
is telling the day -to-day story of 
American business, and y ou are a 
part of it, one of the owners. 
Bro kers frequently say , "Don’t 


marry y our stock s.” You may buy 
and hold some for many y ears. 
But in order to achieve "diversi­ 
fication” — that is, a balance be­ 
tween risks and safety —y ou may 
want to change around, from time 
to time. Again, hire professional 
advice. 
And y ou might wisely paste this 
paragraph inside y our hatband. 
It is from a recent issue of the 
London Economist: 
"Economic forecasting is not a 
reliable science; it lies sojnewhere 
in the intriguing borderland be­ 
tween a pure hunch and a low- 
grade skill.”

Hie best chan ce of keepin g ou t of war lies in 
the readin ess of the Un ited States to fight if 
aome other gov ern men t wan ts to start a war. 
That was the best chan ce when World War I 
broke ou t an d cau ght the Un ited States totally 
u n prepared to fight The belligeren ts had ev ery ­ 
thin g to gain an d n othin g to lose, as far as 
Immediate retaliation by the Un ited States was 
con cern ed. It happen ed again at the ou tbreak 
o f World War II. The belligeren ts hoped to De 
born e free before the Un ited States cou ld mobi­ 
lize itself. 
It wou ld n ot happen again . 
The Un ited States has been disen chan ted abou t 
the prospect of peace by wishfu l thin kin g. 
American s are aware of the possibility that 
the Sov iet Un ion , withou t whose su pport th e 
Chin ese Commu n ists cou ld n ot su pport a real 
war, might giv e Peipin g en cou ragemen t abou t 
precipitatin g a clash with the Un ited States. 
They are aware of the possibility that Peipin g 
might thin k it cou ld get away with a short 
war withou t an y Ru ssian su pport — an d that 
Is a grav e dan ger. 
Fin ally , American s are aware that the Red 
Chin ese are u n der stron g temptation to risk war 
becau se su ccess wou ld make them the domin an t 
force in Asia — domin an t ov er the western in ­ 
flu en ces they wou ld hav e destroy ed an d also 
domin an t ov er the Ru ssian s, who are n on -Asia­ 
tics as far as Chin ese Commu n ist are con ­ 
cern ed. 
If either or both the Sov iet Un ion an d the 
Chin ese People's Repu blic wan t war, there can 
be war. 
The on ly hope of peace lies in the fact the 
Un ited States is ready to fight. There will be 
do illu sion s this time abou t the in ability of the 
American people to mobilize. 


The American people will learn 
this week whether they hav e a di­ 
v ided or a u n ited gov ern men t in 
Washin gton an d likewise whether 
the Free World is behin d the Un it­ 
ed States in its forthright stan d 
again st Commu n ist aggression . 
For the Presiden t, in sen din g a 
message to Con gress which re- 
qu ets au thority to u se American 
armed forces to protect the Amer­ 
ican defen se lin e in the Far East, 
has taken a decisiv e step. 
It calls for su pport by the Demo­ 
cratic as well as the Repu blican 
parties in both hou ses. 
It calls also for su pport of the 
prin ciple by Great Britain , Fran ce, 
Italy an d the other cou n tries of 
the free world to whom the Un ited 
States already has giv en a similar 
commitmen t in the con gression al 
au thorization s related to the North 
Atlan tic Treaty . For in that area a 
fu tu re attack on an y on e of the 
member cou n tries is to be con ­ 
stru ed as an attack on the defen se 
lin e of ou r own armed forces. 


Santa Claus Out Of Season 
Each y ear ju st before Christmas, editorialists 
mu se mellowly abou t what wou ld happen if 
the Christmas spirit were carried ov er in to 
Jan u ary an d the su cceedin g mon ths of the n ew 
y ear. 
It is a perfectly n ormal reaction when so 
man y warm an d gen erou s deeds are bein g per­ 
formed — when so man y people are goin g ou t 
of their way to be con siderate an d thou ghtfu l. 
Why cou ldn 't it be that way all the time? 
On ce Chiisrtmas is ov er, the matter is dropped 
u n til an other Christmas brin gs it back to min d 
•gain . Ev ery body takes it for gran ted that 
San ta Clau s has gon e back to the North Pole 
to stay . The world gets back In to its stride. 
That is why a my steriou s man who has been 
giv in g away mon ey in Chicago, apparen tly to 
ben eficiaries chosen at ran dom, has the Chi­ 
cago police departmen t on its ear. There ’s 
somethin g fishy abou t an y on e who giv es away 
mon ey in Jan u ary . That isn ’t the way the 
world is In Jan u ary . 
The Chicago police thou ght at first the mon ey 
mu st be fu n n y . When it prov ed to be gen u in e, 
they con clu ded the don or mu st be su fferin g from 
men tal frostbite. Un fortu n ately , they will hav e 
to catch u p to him to check that assu mption . 
If they do catch u p to him an d prov e he is 
n on compos men tis, that wou ld dispose on ce 
an d for all the mellow mu sin g abou t what 
wou ld happen if the Christmas spirit were car­ 
ried ov er in to Jan u ary . 
The police wou ld be kept bu sy ru n n in g down 
su spected loon ies, that is what wou ld happen 


OCCASIONS IN American h i s- 
tory when a presiden t of the Un it­ 
ed States has asked for the pas­ 
sage of a join t resolu tion au thor? z- 
in g the u se of the armed forces o f 
this cou n try are rare. 
Usu ally they arise when Ameri­ 
can military in terv en tion already 
had occu rred in an emergen cy an d 
Con gress is requ ested to ratify the 
step or else when au thority is re­ 
qu ested to ratify a state of war al* 
ready begu n by some other cou n ­ 
try . 
This time Presiden t Eisen hower 
is askin g for a con tin gen t au thor­ 
ity —the right to u se the armed 
forces if an d when an act of in ­ 
v asion of the Formosa area—de­ 
fin ed as within ou r defen se or se­ 
cu rity orbit—is committed by a 
hostile power. 
Actu ally the Un ited States for 
all practical pu rposes n ow is in a 
state of war with the gov ern men t of 
Red Chin a which has a million 
troops poised again st the American 
an d Allied forces in Korea. An ar­ 
mistice is n ot a treaty of peace 
an d hen ce a state of war con tin u es 
in Korea. 
Pu rsu in g thin relistic fact, the 
Presiden t n ow is really askin g|for 
au thority to protect the troops in 
Korea. For if by an y n eglect of 
the Formosa area, the Commu n ist 
Chin ese are able to con qu er the 
armies o f the Nation alists, the 
way is open for the Red Chin ese 
to tran sfer their big army on the 
main lan d to Man chu ria an d the v i­ 
cin ity of the Yalu Riv er. To ign ore 
this factor of the military situ ation 
is to pu t in jeopardy the American 
div ision s n ow station ed in Korea, 
Hen ce the Presiden t’s message 
is in lin e with the tradition al pol­ 
icy of the Un ited States to protect 
its armed forces wherev er they 
are. While American troops were 
sen t to Korea to fu lfill a mission 


directed by the Un ited Nation s, 
on ce they are station ed abroad 
their protection as an army does 
n ot cease to be the military obliga­ 
tion of the Un ited States gov ern ­ 
men t. 


THE DEFENSE lin e of the Un it­ 
ed States at presen t ex ten ds from 
Korea sou thward to Okin awa, For­ 
mosa an d the Philippin es. Un der 
the Tru man admin istration , th e 
“defen se perimeter” did n ot in ­ 
clu de Korea bu t it did ru n sou th­ 
ward from Japan to Okin awa to 
Formosa an d to the Philippin es. 
So the Democrats are committed 
to the adoption of military meas­ 
u res to protect that lin e—in fact, 
it was this thesis which the U.S. 
Join t Chiefs of Staff u pheld when 
Gen . Eisen hower was chief of staff 
of the Army prior to the ou tbreak 
of the war in Korea. 
The defen se of an American lin e 
in the Far East howev er is n ot 
solely a military matter that is 
con fin ed to American forces. It 
goes to the obligation s that are 
implicit in the treaties of mu tu al 
defen se which hav e been drawn 
u p with the Repu blic of Korea, the 
Nation alist gov ern men t on Formo­ 
sa, the Philippin es, Au stralia an d 
New Zealan d. In fact, the protec- 
rectiy related to the join t resolu ­ 
tion of all Sou theast Asia is d i­ 
rectly related to the join t resolu ­ 
tion which the Presiden t n ow is 
requ estin g from Con gress. For it 
mean s that the Un ited States in ­ 
ten ds to make good on it pledges 
con tain ed in those mu tu al defen se 
pacts. This is a con crete ex hibi­ 
tion of American good faith. For 
a treaty to the peace of the Far 
East in deed has arisen throu gh the 
warfare by the Commu n ists close 
to Formosa. 


THE MORAL IMPACT of t h e 
step mu st in ev itably be f e l t 
throu ghou t the world an d especial­ 
ly in Eu rope. It pu ts the Un ited 
States on record as willin g to do 
its share in the defen se n ot on ly of 
the free cou n tries in Euro pe but 
those of Asia as well. It is n otice 
to the Commu n ists that all tile by ­ 
play abou t sen ten cin g 
American 
prison ers as “spies” an d seekin g 
by propagan da method* to capi­ 
talize on the in ciden t 
is irrelev ant 
an d that when the chips are do wn 
—as they appear to be 
in and 
arou n d Formosa—the United States 
will employ its armed forces. 
This mean s n av al power 
and air 
power an d the u se of atomic power 
too. For today the droppin g o f 
atomic shells can be con fin ed to 
military in stallation s. 
The Commu n ists n ow mu st u n ­ 
derstan d that the Un ited S t a t e s 
ean s bu sin ess a nd that “peace- 
mean s bu sin ess an d that “peace* 
fu l behav ior on the part of the Com­ 
mu n ists, too, if the u se of Ameri­ 
can armed forces is n ot to be 
compelled.

again st the sy mbols of the forces 
that depriv ed them of the in dis­ 
pen sable elemen t of life. Better

Prison ers n ev er starv e phy sically 
in this cou n try . Their bodies are 
kept aliv e ev en when the jailers 
are barbarian s. 
Bu t n o man can liv e in his min d 
withou t hope. 
Whether he is behin d bars or 
priv ileged to mov e abou t as he 
pleases, he mu st believ e he has a 
chan ce to get some of what he 
has fix ed in his min d's ey e as 
desirable—an d the ran ge of de­ 
sire is in fin ite.

Ev ery prison riot does 
that An d ou t of a lon g su ccession 
of riots there has come a more 
en lighten ed v ersion of the poi# 
where in carceration ceases to be 
ju stifiable an d becomes in hu man i­ 
ty man , 
We ex pect n othin g from bar* 
bari an s who rob prison ers of life 
as casu ally as they rob them o f 
hope. We mu st wait on civ ilization 
to do away with gen ocide, tortu re 
an d “brain -washin g.” 
Bu t we who regard ou rselv es as 
better than barbarian s will con ­ 
tin u e to re-ex amin e the problem 
an d try n ew ideas when ev er we 
are con fron ted with remin ders that 
robbin g men of hope is a moral 
offen se. 
Whether the robbery is don e 
throu gh imprison men t or con di­ 
tion s that can destroy hope ou t­ 
side prison s, the offen se mu st rest 
heav ily on hu man con scien ces.

WHAT MUST BE importan t to 
the Un ited States at an y time is 
the attitu de of the Asiatic cou n - 
tries, In this respect, the 30-Power 
Con feren ce of Asiatic an d Afri­ 
can cou n tries to be held in April 
is of paramou n t sign ifican ce. This 
will be the first all - Asian Con fer­ 
en ce ev er to hav e been held an d 
will in clu de Red Chin a. Japan has 
been in v ited bu t n ot F o r m o sa, 
which is in dicativ e of the attitu de. 
Some of the cou n tries at this Con ­ 
feren ce, su ch as Pakistan , are al­ 
lied to the Un ited States an d, like 
In dia, ben efit from ou r cou n try . 
This prospectiv e con feren ce, for 
some reason , is play ed down in the 
Un ited States, bu t it mu st hav e 
taken con siderable thou ght an d 
action ov er a protracted period to 
get it to the poin t of issu in g an in ­ 
v itation .

The weakn ess of the American 
position from tile stan dpoin t of Asi­ 
atic logic is that if we recogn ize 
Ru ssia, which is the mother cou n ­ 
try of Marx ism, how can we reject 
Chin a which is an offsprin g of Ru s­ 
sia? 
Prof. C. Northcote Parkin son of 
the Un iv ersity of Malay a, pleadin g 
for recogn ition , on ce pu t it this 
way : 


“Diplomatic cou rtesies imply n o 
approv al of the way a lan d is ru led. 
Bf they did, Great Britain n e e d 
n ev er hav e recogn ized the in de­ 
pen den ce of the American colon ies. 
In recogn izin g their in depen den ce, 
the British were n ot v iewin g the 
matter with en thu siasm. T h e y 
were merely recogn izin g a fact. 
The first step towards peace in 
Sou theast Asia will be for the 
American s to display as mu ch 
sen se of reality as was shown by 
George III. An d George, remem­ 
ber, was n ot ev en san e.” 


PROF. PARKINSON forgets that 
the Un ited States gain ed its free­ 
dom at the en d of a war in which 
the British did badly . 
Natu rally , the British did n ot 
v iew ou r in depen den ce with en ­ 
thu siasm an d n ev er hav e. It was 
probably the greatest error to Brit­ 
ish history as William Pitt an d Ed­ 
mu n d Bu rke told the Parliamen t of 
their day . 
Ou r presen t problem is n ot an al­ 
ogou s u n less we are prepared to 
say that becau se we lost the Ko­ 
rean War, we mu st recogn ize ou r­ 
selv es as v an qu ished an d toe Red 
Chin ese ae v ictors, acceptin g from 
them a con qu eror’s peace. We are 
n ot as in san e as George III y et 
At an y rate, it is to be hoped 
that we hav e n ot lost all dign ity 
an d hon or becau se we fear an au to- 
mic war, despite the frighten in g 
con sequ en ces o f su ch a war.

He protested 
stron gly in tu rn again st regen t 
n ews reports that the Un ited States 
might take military action to gain 
the men ’s release. 
An in n ocu ou s 106-word join t com­ 
mu n iqu e markin g the en d of the 
talks doesn ’t ev en refer to the air­ 
men . It an n ou n ces merely that 
“qu estion s pertin en t to the relax a­ 
tion of world ten sion ” were dis­ 
cu ssed, an d that these discu ssion s 
were “u sefu l.” 
“We hope to be able to con tin u e 
the con tact established in t h e s e 
meetin gs,” the commu n iqu e en ds.

The Fission Fleet 
The date Jan . 17 , 195 5 , is a mile­ 
ston e in history that ou ght n ot to 
pass withou t fu ll n otice. For when 
the U.S. su bmarin e Nau tilu s slid 
ou t to sea for trials, it marked toe 
first time an y v ehicle propelled by 
atomic power had ev er gon e in to 
action .

BEAN Lfi—Leaves from a cruising 
notebook: 
People who save their money for 
y ears to take a pleasure cruise 
abroad sometimes suddenly find, 
once the ship has sailed, they don’t 
know how to enjoy the trip. 
“Every thing is so strange and 
new they feel half-lost,” said Ray 
Lewis, who has spent 20 y ears 
helping such 
people 
rediscover 
their sense of fun. 
Lewis is a cruise director. His 
job is to get passengers to mix , 
to make them feel at home aboard 
ship, and to tell them about the 
islands and countries they are go­ 
ing to visit. 
Ray , who has spent the last 
three and a half y ears on the 
Furness Line’s Oceaa* Monarch, 
has traveled more than a million 
miles, conducted 30 cruises, in­ 
cluding two around the world. 
After helping scores of thousands 
of passengers with their problems, 
he has come up with the following 
tips for tourists making their first 
cruise: 


“Don’t forget to bring along 
y our sense of adventure. If y ou 
ex pect every thing to be like it is 
at home, why l^ ve home? Make 
the best of kn jr situation. Don’t 
gripe. 
“Avoid drinking too many iced 
drinks in hot climates. 
“Don’t phone the captain and 
tell him he’s speeding — or going 
too slow. It will only wound nis 
feelings if y ou tell him he doesn’t 
know how to drive a ship. 
“Don’t get into a —cab in a 
strange country until y ou’ve made 
a firm deal with the driver on the 
price. 
“Don’t alway s ex pect natives in 
a foreign country to speak y our 
language. The chances are they 
haven’t had the same advantages 
y ou have.

“You’ll get a lot more pleasure 
out of y our trip if y ou’ll take tne 
trouble ahead of time to learn 
something about the countries y ou 
are going to visit.” 
Lewis is rather wry ly doubtful, 
however, that many tourists will 
pay much attention to that last 
Up. 
“You’d be surprised,” he said, 
“how many people come back from 
a cruise and can’t even tell where 
they ’ve been.” 
There are many reasons why 
people take sea voy ages — to get a 
rest or * suntan, to broaden them­ 
selves or to duck a subpoena 
server. 
“But all single giris under 23 
are looking for romance,” said 
Lewis positively . “So are all the 
single girls over 23, but few will 
admit it. I know of at least a 
dozen marriages that resulted from 
romances that started on this ship. 
They ’ve 
all 
been 
good 
sports 
about it, too. None blamed me 
afterward.” 
Ray , who looks like Holly wood’s 
idea of a handsome stockbroker, 
was born in Brookly n and began 
traveling fairly early in life. 
“I left high school rather sud­ 
denly ,” he ex plained, “as a result 
of play fully hitting Quentin Rey ­ 
nolds over the head with a piece 
of wood. Really it was play ful — 
he was better than I was.” 
In the decades since then his 
work has taken him te most of 
the faroff cities and ex otic coun­ 
tries of the world. He thinks the 
two most interesting places v,n 
earth to live are probably Cey lon 
and Mex ico. 
“Perhaps Cey lon was the best,” 
he recalled. “It’s hard to beat a 
setup where y ou can have seven

Of th is, th e 1-cent 
increase in th e co st o f a letter 
stam p wo uld acco unt fo r 237 mil­

Th e letter rate wo uld be 
raised o nly o n th e first o unce, re­ 
maining at 3 cents fo r each addi­ 
tio nal o unce. 
Summerfield co upled h is bid fo r 
h igh er rates with a pro po sal to 
raise th e pay o f abo ut 500,000 let­
